I- would like to add the following to the statement vrhich J 
gave the above Agents on Hay 22, 1950. The matter concerns an 
elaboration on ny various rvcctinj^w^th KLAUS FUCHS. 

The first meeting took place in late January or very early 
February 1 Shh, an d wa a at the Henry Street settlement on the Hast side 
of New Tdrk. 

The second meeting, and I had set the place, and the t ne 
had been agreed upon mutually by KLAUS and rygclf, was on the Lortlurost 
corner of 59th Street and Lexington Avenue; tills was about ten days to 
taro woeks after our initial contact. The corner i have specified has 
a bank with very tall colonnades, and there is a subway entrance in the 
bank building itself. I met KLAUS directly under one o ' the first colon- 
nades, o J* possibly along 59th Street on the South side of the ban!:, be 
walked in the general direction of the Queensboro Dridge, the intention 


in ry mind being that we would wall: across the bridge and into 'h irons 
itself. Horover, tliis bridge was closed to foot traffic during this 
period, and instead we walked along 1st Avenue, North of the bridge. 
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Yio ney have walked as far North as 75th Street, and nc my have none 
bach to 2nd Avenue, and very likely ire made at least 3 cvc~lL passages 
on the dark deserted streets between 1st Avenue and 2nd, between 55th 
Street and 70th Street. 


It occurred in larch of 19Wu I recall this clearly, it was still 
quite cold and we both wore overcoats.

I recall the 
event clearly because I pot lo3t in the neighborhood of Queena 1 Plaza 
and had to take r. cab for a distance of about r. half a mile until I 
cane to the spot I had indicated to KLAUS FUCHS. I was possibly' two 
or three minuter; late; he wa3 already there. On this occasion FUCHS 
gave ne tor second packet of information, a -ain consisting of none 2£> 
to 10 paces. The total tine of the meeting was not over three or four 
minutes, and after I left hi n, I walked rapidly further out in Queens, 
and then too!: an elevated train 3oac distance further, possibly' a ten 
minute ride. After leaving the elevated I wa3 in the general area 
v ' where I was to meet JO;C.*. I still had about five minutc3.to wait and 
1 I recall stopping near a drug store, and taking a glimpse at the informa- 
tion that KLAUS had turned over to me. This was in a very snail but 
distinctive writing; it was in ink, and consisted mainly of mathematical 
derivations. There was al30 further along in the report a good deal 
of descriptive detail. I did not look at the report for much more than 
two ninuto3 at the most. About five minutes after this I went to the 
place where T was to meet JOHN, this was soroewhere between V/oodside and 
Jackson Heights, and somewhere close to ;.hc elevated line which runs 
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out Queens arc! ends In Flushing) thcro I turned over the info mat ion 
to JOHN, wji^hc total tine of transfer was not more than one minute 
with hardly a word said* The t irao of the meeting with KLAUS was shout

On the same date he was commissioned a Second Lieutenant* He was 
relieved from active duty as a Second Lieutenant, Signal Corps, and from the 
849th Signal Intelligence Service, Camp Wood, New Jersey on October 16, 1945 
through the Separation Center, Fort Monmouth, New Jersey by reason of demobiliza- 
tion. 

As an enlisted man soldier was assigned to the Signal Corps and was 
attached to Signal Service Training and Service organizations from July, 1942 to 
November, 1942 when he was transferred to a Signal Intelligence Detachment, Fort 
Dix, New Jersey. He left the United States for London, Ehgland during November, 

1942 and thereafter was attached to the Headquarters Signal Intelligence Detach- 
ment, London Base Command, In 1943 he was assigned to the 849th Signal 
Intelligence Service, Caserta, Italy. He returned to the United States on 
August 7, 1945. 

Soldier was awarded a Bronze Star Medal on July 19, 1945 for meritorious 
achievement in connection with military operations irt North Africa and Italy 
from March 1, 1943 to May 8, 1945. The recommendation for the award was made 
by Lieutenant Colonel M. E. RADA, Signal Corps, on May 25, 1945 and reads in 
part as follow: M . . . . Since 1 March 1943 Technical Sergeant Wollan was 
personally responsible for the solution of a phenomenal quantity of German 
cipher traffic from Italy and the Balkans, of the most difficult type worked 
on in thiQ theater of operations. The results of his work have furnished an 
abundance of valuable intelligence to G-2 staffs of AFHQ and 15th Army Group 
(then AA1). .... his tireless efforts and example were in large part responsible 

for thB success of the American cipher effort in this theater. As chief non- 
commissioned cryptanalyst of the Solution Section, in addition to his own work, 
it was his function to direct and coordinate the work of all other members of 
the Section, in which task he displayed the highest competence and most admirable 
leadership , . .
